The houses are scat­ 
tered; there is abundance of pure air 
and sunshine; the winds off the great 
lake are fresh and stimulating; there 
are no factories to pollute the air; 
the people are mostly tanners or vil- j 
luge shopkeepers and are of good ! 
sound American stock. 
What is the j 
reason for the large amount of tills j 
dread disease? 
The reason, I think, Is that while I 
there is an abundance of pure air 
! outside, the people keep their doors | 
and windows tightly shut. 
The win- j 
ters are long and severe in this part j 
i 
of the country, so the houses are | 
tightly built. 
As soon as cold weath­ 
er comes, the houses are banked up, 
storm doors and windows are put on, 
every crevice by which cold could en­ 
ter is tightly sealed up and the people 
live all winter In stove and furnace- 
heated rooms. 
Even at night the window’s of the 
bedrooms remain tightly closed; part­ 
ly to save fuel and partly because 
many people still believe that night 
air Is injurious. 
Yet the air at night 
is far purer and better than the air 
during the day. 
So that while thou­ 
sands of patients travel hundreds of 
miles to California, Florida and New 
Mexico to get pure air, many more 
people develop tuberculosis through 
lack of pure air, which they could 
get by opening their windows and let- 
, ting it in. 
No one w ho sleeps every night with 
1 wide open windows need have any 
fear of consumption.
